The ‘Foewn School Board is pleased to report a, general ad- 
" vancement in our schools, due partly to the adoption of a common 
_ course of study, partly to the improved condition of the Depot 
schools and partly to the operation of wholesome laws adopted | ay 
our last legislature. | 


A most profitable change was ; the enumeration of children by 
the truant officer instead of the selectmen, who, havi ing no partic- 
ular interest mn it, often were negligent and i mace urate in. their 
work. | 


Your ia jal, Mr. R, re Sawyer, made a thorough and. accu- 
rate enumeration and followed it up. by a vigilance that caused an 
immediate increase of 52 in the school membership and 74 in the 
average attendance ; surely a result that well paid the cost of bis 
services. This ee of attendance may be kept, up. during the 
year if the district will adopt such by- -laws as will insure the con- 
stant attendance of al] unemployed children. Your bo: ird feels 
that its first duty to the state and to the individual is to see that 
every child has the privilege of schooling in the short time during 
which the law gives us the power. ‘The paltry twelve weeks 
attendance required by statute, if insisted on, is of little value to 
the child and sometimes detrimental to the interests of the school, 
hence the proposed by-law, if adopted, will assure that all are 
educated and none are left to become idlers on the streets wasting 
the time. } 
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Our teachers, although some were inexperienced have proven 
unusually sucessful, and so large has been the attendance that we 
found it necessary in the spring to occupy all the school rooms in 
town, and all except one at the Depot, throughout the year. 
Owing to severa! outstanding bills of former years, and to excep- 
tional repairs, a deficiency exists of about $300. ‘These circum- 
stances, together with a decrease of $250 in the literary fund, 
caused a shortening of the school year. ‘To oblige children to 
obtain necessary schooling by private tuition is unjust to those 
parents who send, but especially so to any whose financial condi- 
tions prevent sending their children. 


Our town is so advantageously located that it should be a 
a most attractive place for any man with a family. It has all the 
requisites of a most desirable home with this one exception, lack of 
sufficient schooling, Our Academy ranks as one of the best, and 
at a smaif expense might be made tree to all residents, so that with- 
out the cost of a high school, otherwise called for, we may all’ the 
more easily support first-class schools in the common grades. To 
do this requires 35 or 40 weeks’ schooling, under trained teachers, 
who must be paid adequate salaries. Let us remember that the 
laborer is worthy of his hire, and years of preparation and study 
merit an average salary of more than $200. 


The table of statistics accompanying, illustrates our parsimo- 
nious dealing with our schools. ‘The towns are selected from those 
giving the best facilities, and yet, perhaps none more able to do 
so than Derry. It will be seen that in all points to which atten- 
tion is called, we are not without severest reproach. 

We believe that no improvement will yield more permanent 
good, or contribute to the future prosperity more surely than an 
advance in this line. Almost on the border line of Massachusetts, _ 
so nobly leading in education, with no expensive high school . 
system to support, we would urge that you treat your educational 


interests more liberally, and would ask that even in this year, | . 


when times are hard and taxes burdensome, the interests of our 


5) 
children, the hope of the future, and the honor of our town may 
not be forgotten or overlooked. 

The expense of our schools as conducted last year was $125. 
per week and if all are to be kept running, as the attendance 
seems to demand, the amount required to be raised by law, with 
probable dog tax and literary fund after the payment of outstand- 
ing bills, will run the schools 23 weeks and $r25 must be raised 
extra for each week more of schooling. Your board believes, 
however, that if you do not wish to raise money enough to run 30 
weeks on this plan it will be for the interests of education and so 
that good teachers may be kept employed (for otherwise they will 
not be kept at all) that the schools in several districts be discon- 
tinued. Under that condition the expense per week might be 
reduced to $100 and thus run 29 weeks in the legal requirement. 
Few, if any of the children attending these schools are beyond 
reasonable walking distanee to some other, and itis acknowledged 
by all educators that the consolidation of schools gives more 
schooling under fewer but better teachers, with better appliances 
and conduces to better attendance, interest and advancement 
among the pupils.
